union scales closed in 1921, be- 


cause it was in that yew that de- 
creases in ratea of pay began to be 
worked out between employers and 
employes. Until then wage scales ex- 
perienced a continued increase. The 
year 1921, therefore, it. regarded as 
the peak year, despite the fact that 
in the prices of conhnodities the peak 
was reached twelve months sooner.
